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The British Camp Hotel is situated on the 
slopes of the Herefordshire Beacon (187 i feet) the 
second highest point of the Malvern Hills. Close to 
it are the remains of an Old British Camp, formerly 
one of the most important hill fortresses in England. 
It was the centre of a brave stand by Caractacus against 
the invading Romans in the year 50. The workings 
enclose a space of 44 acres. 
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
